Other entertainment 
includes a car-crushing 
showdown between mon¬ 
ster trucks Swamp Thing 
and new truck Crusher and 
an opportunity to actually 
ride in a real monster 
truck, Red Dragon, which 
will be giving passenger 
rides throughout the week¬ 
end. 

The James Dylan motor¬ 
cycle stunt show will be 
performing for visitors on 
both days, with jumps and 
tricks and daredevil fire 
displays. 

Also on each day there 
will be a full rescue recov¬ 
ery demonstration in the 
main arena, with trucks, 
and other vehicles simulat¬ 
ing a massive crash recov¬ 
ery, and giant cranes 
demonstrating the largest 
vehicles they can pick up.

'REIGN OF TERROR' 
HEAD FACES PANEL

CHILDREN were mocked, humiliated and violently 
manhandled by their headteacher at a Welshpool 
nursery school, a tribunal heard in Cardiff this 
week. 

Eiros Hall, the sacked head of Ardwyn Nursery and Infants 
_ School, stands accused of unacceptable professional conduct 
g towards pupils. 

She denies 14 allegations ranging from shouting at pupils in an 
aggressive manner to mocking a child whose father died in a road 
Tribunal - Eiros Hall accident. She is accused of reducing children as young as four to 

tears then bragging about “breaking” them 
to shocked colleagues in an alleged reign of 
terror lasting years. 

Mrs Hall mocked, humiliated and vio¬ 
lently manhandled pupils who broke down 
and cried when they learned Mrs Hall was to 
take their class, the General Teaching 
Council for Wales (GTCW) heard. 

She felt so free to intimidate youngsters 
at school she angrily ordered a six-year-old 
with a speech impediment to “talk prop¬ 
erly”, it was claimed. 

Mrs Hall, in her late 50s, was headteacher 
at Ardwyn Nursery and Infants School, in 
Welshpool, from 1997 until her sacking last 
year. 

Whistleblowers 

The GTCW professional panel will hear 
from four whistleblowers who were all 
teachers at the school. 

It will also hear evidence from eight 
teachers whose testimony supports Mrs 
Hall’s denial of the allegations. 

Elen Peate said she was shocked by her 
behaviour but unable to act as Mrs Hall dou¬ 
bled as the school child protection officer. As 
a newly graduated teacher she was inexpe¬ 
rienced and initially unsure what to do. 

None of the pupils can be identified and 
are referred to by letters of the alphabet. 

Mrs Hall is also alleged to have targeted 
special needs pupils in incidents from Sep¬ 
tember 2005 to 2009. Details of the allega¬ 
tions were only passed to the authorities 
when a new deputy head began. 

Miss Peate described an alleged incident 
in September 2009 when Mrs Hall aggres¬ 
sively grabbed a four-year-old, pupil A, by 
the jumper and lifted him to his feet for 
dropping a spoon on the floor at lunch. 

She broke down as she recalled being iso¬ 
lated at school after reports that she was a 
whistleblower leaked out. “I have no reason 
to make this up. It happened in front of my 
eyes,” she told the tribunal. 

The hearing continues and is due to run 
for four days. 


Tributes as 
motorcyclist 
dies in crash 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a Mid Wales 
man who was killed in a motorcycle crash 
near Berriew on Saturday. 

The rider was named locally as Simon 
Horne, who runs Dyke Engineering on the 
Vastre Industrial Estate in Newtown. 

Friends have posted messages on Face- 
book paying tribute to Mr Horne. 

He died when the Triumph motorcycle he 
was riding crashed on the B4385 at Berriew, 
near Welshpool, at 7.55pm on Saturday. 

Annette Griffiths posted on Facebook: 
“Was a really nice guy RIP Simon. Thoughts 
are with Deb and the family at this awful sad 
time. ” 

Roy Thomas added: “My thoughts, as 
ever, are with his family at such a sad time 
for them all.” 

Friend Andy Wallace said: “Just heard, 
cant believe it. RIP mate.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, who 
lives in the village, said: “I did not know Mr 
Horne but I would like to send my condo¬ 
lences to his family at this time. 

“The incident happened only 500 yards 
away from our home on Saturday evening. 

“It is terribly sad for Mid Wales to lose one 
of its businessman and I am very sorry to 
hear the news.” 

Police are appealing for witnesses to come 
forward and contact the Mid Wales Roads 
Policing Unit on 0845 3302000.

Mayor to 
give town 
a say over 
spending 

OSWESTRY’S new mayor 
wants money coming to the 
town from the redevelop¬ 
ment of the livestock market 
to be spent wisely. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett warned that frittering 
away the money would be a 
gross betrayal of public trust 
when he was installed on 
Monday. 

He wants the community 
to say what the needs of 
Oswestry are and how 
money should be spent. But 
he said one way money could 
be used was to offer more 
employment land. 

A multi-million pound 
project to redevelop the live¬ 
stock market, using part of 
the land to create a new 
superstore and cinema com¬ 
plex was controversially 
given the go-ahead last year. 

News about the timescale 
for the development and the 
supermarket involved is 
expected within weeks. 

The mayor said Oswestry 
Town Council was involved 
in writing an action plan for 
the area, to point to where 
development and funding 
should go. 

“Even at a time of auster¬ 
ity, money will be coming to 
this area,” he said. 

“There will be funding 
from development with the 
Community Infrastructure 
Levy and the New Homes 
Bonus, and there will be 
some £4-6 million coming 
from the redevelopment of 
the Smithfield. 

“I hope that money will be 
spent wisely. 

“To fritter away the 
money would be a gross 
betrayal of public trust.”

Mayor challenges town 
over vision for future

THE NEW mayor of Oswestry has challenged 
the people of the town to give him their vision 
of the future and not leave it to others. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said the coming 12 months 
were a ‘pivotal’ year of challenge and Oswestry people 
needed to look to the future and say how their town should 
develop. 

He was handed the chain of office at a town council meet¬ 
ing on Monday by outgoing 
mayor, Councillor Cynthia 
Hawksley. The new deputy 
mayor is Councillor Chris 
Schofield. 

In his acceptance speech, 
Councillor Bennett said: “I 
throw out a challenge to 
everyone in Oswestry to tell 
us what they want. 

“Don’t leave it to your 
neighbour, or your family or 
your friends or to someone 
else, and don’t think that it 
doesn’t matter if you say 
nothing. 

“We will be working with 
volunteers to create a shared 
vision of what Oswestry 
should be and where we 
should be going. We want to 
know what is important to 
you. 

“Trying to gauge the opin¬ 
ion of the silent majority will 
be a major challenge.” 

Councillor Bennett said 
questions the council had to 
discuss included Oswestry 
as a town of art, how the 
town could help its shop¬ 
keepers in the internet age. 

“I see this year as a pivotal 
year of challenge all around: 
A year when we need to look 
to the future and plan to try 
to take advantage of the 
opportunities that are being 
offered, and hopefully and 
confidently, move forward.” 

He said the town should 
look forward to plans to pro¬ 
mote tourism and build on 
investment in the Powis 
Market Hall. 

He said he hoped the 
council would be organising 
open events at the Guildhall 
and launching its website. 


Go-ahead 
for battle 
site plans 

OSWESTRY School has won 
permission to build a car 
park on land which is widely 
seen as the site of the town’s 
most famous battle. 

Objectors had claimed the 
plan to build a 45-space car 
park on Maesyllan playing 
field would see the loss of 
part of the battleground 
where Kings Penda and 
Oswald fought in 642AD. 

Objectors said the car 
park would take away a 
potential draw for Oswestry 
tourism. 

But Shropshire Council 
has approved the applica¬ 
tion, saying it fits in with its 
planning policy and will help 
reduce street parking. 

The school applied to 
build the overspill car park 
on playing fields next to its 
Upper Brook Street site to 
stop drivers parking along 
the road. 

Shropshire Council plan¬ 
ners granted permission by 
delegated powers. 

Objectors included the 
Oswestry branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England. 

Headmaster Douglas

would help the community.

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has vowed to ‘battle on’ with 
calls for the A5 between Oswestry and Shrewsbury to become a fully 
dualled carriageway. 

But the MP said the work would not happen any time soon because of the ‘hideous 
national debt’ the Government was having to contend with. 

Mr Paterson said he supported local campaigners who have made fresh calls for improve¬ 
ment at the notorious Shottaton crossroads near Ruyton-XI-Towns following a recent 
crash there. The MP said: “I have been looking at this since 1998, pretty much since I

Van driver in 
crash fined 

A DRIVER who lost control of his van on 
the Oswestry bypass, careering over the 
central reservation before hitting a car on 
the opposite side of the road and rolling 
down an embankment, has been fined by a 
court. 

Roger James John Humphreys appeared 
at Shrewsbury Magistrates Court to admit 
driving without due care and attention. 

The accident happened on the A483 road 
on October 31 last year. No-one was 
injured. 

Humphreys, 28, of Mount Pleasant, 
Cefn y Coed, Llandyssil, Powys, told the 
court sharp and unexpected braking from 
the car in front caused him to try and stop 
sharply and lose control. 

Magistrates, who described it as a 
‘momentary misjudgement’, fined 
Humphreys £115 and endorsed his driving 
licence with three penalty points. 

He was also ordered to pay £60 costs and 
a £15 victim surcharge.

“Statistically Shottaton is the most dan¬ 
gerous crossroads in Shropshire. The road is 
now wholly inadequate for how it is used and 
it remains a priority for me. 

“Every time I meet the Highways Agency 
we discuss it and we will battle on but the 
problem is really the hideous national debt.

Promises 

“We need to reduce that debt and I can’t 
make empty promises on when that will be 
done and when the road will be improved.” 

Mr Paterson said campaigners were cor¬ 
rect in raising fresh concerns about the road 
in the light of another accident at the cross¬ 
roads. 

A man suffered head injuries on May 2 
when a Renault Clio, a Renault articulated 
lorry and a Citroen Xsara collided at the 
crossroads. The crash shut the A5 for a time 
and caused huge tailbacks between Shrews¬ 
bury and Oswestry. 

The incident prompted Ruyton-XI-Towns 
councillor Colin Case to call for a ‘proper 
campaign’ to make the area safer. 

He said the parish plan steering commit¬ 
tee had also been asked to change the road. 

Mr Paterson said: “The campaigners are 
right, something needs to be done and it 
should be a priority. Unfortunately the debt 
is a huge issue but I have not given up and 
will keep the pressure on.”

Village left out of plan 
to upgrade broadband

A VILLAGE near Oswestry will not be included 
in a £2.5 billion upgrade of BT internet broad¬ 
band services. 

Whittington has been left out of the telecom giant’s plan 
to bring super-fast fibre-based broadband to two-thirds of 
the UK’s homes and businesses by the end of 2014. 

The phone company said it was not ‘commercially viable’ 
to invest in the remaining third of the country, including 
Whittington and Gobowen. 

Shropshire Councillor 
Steve Charmley, who lives in 
Whittington, said he had 
been led by BT to believe 
that the village would be 
included in the improve¬ 
ments. 

He said he was now rest¬ 
ing his hopes on Shropshire 
Council, which has plans to 
spend £16million of its own 
and Government money on 
bringing to the county faster 
broadband by the end of 
2015. 

“I am very disappointed 
that Whittington has been 
excluded from the BT 
upgrade,” said Councillor 
Charmley. 

“Considering that Whit¬ 
tington hosts one of the 
biggest BT bases in Europe, 
it would seem logical that 
their immediate locality 
would be considered a com¬ 
mercial priority.” 

A spokesman for BT said: 
“Unfortunately it would not 
be commercially viable for 
BT to upgrade at the 
moment.”

Pellets boiler 
bid for school 

A PRIMARY school near Oswestry could 
soon be more environmentally friendly with 
plans to install a biomass wood pellet boiler. 

Shropshire Council is planning to install 
the boiler at Bryn Offa School in Pant. A 
report said it was in line with plans by the 
authority to reduce carbon emissions. 

It said: “Money has been made available 
from central government under the renew¬ 
able heat incentive to reduce the carbon 
footprint of all county buildings. 

“The county is starting the programme 
by carrying out feasibility studies with 
regard to installing biomass wood pellet 
boilers, in conjunction with oil fired heating 
systems in primary schools. 

“The aim of the application is to obtain 
planning permission to install a container¬ 
ised wood cladded boiler house sited within 
the car park, underground flow and return 
pipework will then feed the main boiler- 
house and connect onto the existing flow 
and return pipework.”

Valuation of treasures 
helps boost roof appeal

EXPERTS from a leading fine art auction house gave the Llanfyllin 
Public Institute Roof Appeal a £547 boost by holding a successful 
antiques valuation event in the town on Friday. 


A steady stream of people from Llanfyllin and surrounding areas attend the event over 
four hours, bringing with them an assortment of “treasures” from their homes. 

Sadly, there were no great discoveries on the day but the majority of people went away 
smiling, having discovered the history and value of a wide assortment of items. The most 
valuable items included a £2,000 Art Deco 
three stone ruby and diamond ring, an 
£800 Victorian Birmingham silver three 
piece tea set, an £800 Victorian 18 carat 
gentleman’s gold pocket watch, a £700 
Moorcroft limited edition vase in the 
Bullers Wood design by Rachel Bishop and 
a £350 majolica royal commemorative jug 
by Sandford Pottery, which dated to 1860. 

Some of the more unusual items were a 
£600 brass sextant by H. Hughes, London 
1850, a £250 blunderbuss, a £300 Japanese 
bone handled tanto and waki zashi and a 
£150 Victorian officer’s sword. 

Of prints and books valued, the most 
notable was an early 19th century album 


by Graham Breeze 

containing various watercolours and draw¬ 
ings by different artists of European trav¬ 
els and transcripts of poems by Lord Byron, 
which was valued at up to £500.

WHEN IS BEST TIME TO REQUEST REVIEW OF NHS CARE FUNDING DENIAL DECISION? 

Q: My mother had to go into care two years ago because she was diagnosed with dementia and I was working away and couldn’t look after her. My brother 
and I applied for NHS Continuing Health Care Funding on her behalf but the application was turned down. Since then her condition has worsened and her care 
needs are even greater. My brother says we should ask for a review of the original funding decision but I think we should wait until she gets worse and then 
appeal the decision. What would be best? 

A: Under the NHS “continuing care” scheme, care can be arranged and funded by the NHS to meet physical or mental health needs. People who are eligible 
do not need to contribute towards the fees, whilst those who are not eligible and have capital of more than £23,250 have to pay all the fees. However, the 
rules are often not made clear and a great many people have missed out on funding as a result of this. 

You should be aware that on April 1st new measures were introduced which imposed a six month time limit for requesting a review of any funding decision 
made between 1st April 2004 and 31st March 2011. This means that any new claims must be registered before 30th September 2012. With nursing home 
fees rising all the time and the funding system being so complex, a great many people have ended up having to sell their home to pay the fees, when they 
were in fact eligible for funding. Now those people will need to move quickly to stand a chance of recouping the money they paid. 

Even in cases where the person who was being cared for has since died, it is worth seeking legal advice about requesting a review if there is any concern 
that funding was wrongly denied.

are being encouraged to put up their 
prices and not to spend any of their prof¬ 
its on reservoirs, inter-company 
pipelines etc. 

Our Government, of course, is under 
orders to shoulder any blame itself. 

It isn’t allowed to say ‘not our fault, 
voters, it’s the EU that tells us what we 
must do’. 

The only answer is to change the Gov¬ 
ernment completely, as soon as possible.

Williams - ‘injuries such as losing the odd finger will fail to 
make it onto the HSE’s database’ - is incorrect. Such an 
injury would need to be reported.

Police in 
pledge as 
scams on 
increase

The force said it has seen 
an increase of more than 100 
per cent in the reported 
number of these types of 
offences in 2011-12 and it is 
estimated that about 40 per 
cent of victims will have lost 
money. 

Superintendent Aled 
Davies said: “We have been 
aware of cold callers and 
internet fraud for many 
years now and have been 
issuing warnings and advice 
to our residents. But the 
increase we’ve seen in 
reports over the past year is 
significant. 

“We are therefore working 
with other agencies that spe¬ 
cialise in this field in order to 
tackle this and prevent peo¬ 
ple in our communities 
becoming victims. We have 
always advised ‘if in doubt, 
keep them out’ in relation to 
cold callers at your door - 
and exactly the same princi¬ 
ple applies here. Don’t give 
people access to your details 
or your computer.”

Warning of funding change 
to affect family law cases

Alison Monaghan, a solicitor in the Oswestry office of leading Shrop¬ 
shire and North Wales law firm GHP Legal, warned that the introduc¬ 
tion of new contracts for the delivery of civil legal aid, together with the 
introduction of revised eligibility criteria, will affect every aspect of fam- 
Alison Monaghan ily law including matters involving children. 



Store deal will 
be examined 

THE sale of Shropshire and Mid Wales 
supermarket chain Harry Tuffins to the Co¬ 
op has been referred to the Office of Fair 
Trading. 

The OFT says it will look into the deal - 
for which no price has been revealed - to 
make sure shoppers are not being short¬ 
changed. 

The deal would see all ten family-owned 
Tuffins stores transfer to the Midcounties 
Co-operative, safeguarding 449 jobs. 

Tuffins has stores in Craven Arms, 
Bishop’s Castle, Ludlow and Cleobury Mor¬ 
timer in Shropshire and Churchstoke, 
Machynlleth and Knighton in Powys. It has 
a further three stores in Gloucestershire 
and Flintshire. 

The OFT says it now wants to hear from 
anybody affected by the deal. 

It says its investigation will centre on 
whether the deal will result in the ‘substan¬ 
tial lessening’ of competition for local shop¬ 
pers. 


“When the new Legal Aid Bill is imple¬ 
mented it will affect access to public funding 
in all private family law proceedings,” said 
Miss Monahan. 

“That includes contact to children 
(access) cases, residence (custody) cases and 
all cases regarding children where there is 
no involvement with either social services 
or domestic violence. 

Children 

“Anyone wishing to apply to the court for 
an order concerning a child will not be able 
to do so after April 1, 2013 with the assis¬ 
tance of public funding, so unless they can 
afford to pay their own legal fees they will 
not be able to get assistance from a family 
lawyer. 

“The new tendering system will mean 
less law firms gaining contracts for supply 
of legal aid services and the pressure on 
legal aid expenditure will be enormous. 

“Whilst the Ministry of Justice has said 
the reforms will target resources at people 
who need legal support the most, the reality 
is that there is unlikely to be sufficient 
funds to meet demand and people may end 
up having to seek advice from solicitors out¬ 
side their area - which in turn will add to 
their costs in terms of travel. I would urge 
any couples to deal with contact and resi¬ 
dency matters as soon as possible.”

Revamp

A PRE-SCHOOL in Shrop¬ 
shire is going through a ‘dra¬ 
matic change’ thanks to 
fundraising efforts of its 
supporters.

Murder mansion's 16-acre 
estate is put on the market

THE Oswestry estate where failed busi¬ 
nessman Christopher Foster murdered his 
wife and daughter and killed himself has 
been put up for sale. 

It could mean a new home being built on 
the 16-acre Osbaston House site. 

Property consultants GVA, acting as the 
receivers for the land, near Oswestry, have 
instructed agents to start marketing fol¬ 
lowing demolition of the burnt out house 
and outbuildings. 

Joint agents, Strutt and Parker, in 
Shrewsbury, and Fisher German, in 
Stafford, will start selling the estate, with 
full planning permission for a replacement 
dwelling, in the next few weeks.

In August 2008 Christopher Foster, who 
was facing being declared bankrupt, shot 
his wife Jill and their 15-year-old daughter 
Kirstie. He also killed the family’s pets 
then set fire to the house. He died in the 
blaze. 

In 2009, Shropshire Council granted 
planning permission for the remains of the 
five bedroom house to be demolished to 
make way for a luxury home in the 
grounds. The ruins were pulled down last 
year and the grounds have since been com¬ 
pletely cleared. 


The 16-acre estate has now been pre¬ 
pared for a larger house, in a different loca¬ 
tion to the original mansion. 

Greg Judd, senior director of GVA’s cor¬ 
porate recovery team in Birmingham, said: 
“As law of property act receivers, we have 
overseen the security, demolition and land¬ 
scaping of the estate over the past few 
years to prepare it for market. 

History 

“The joint agents will shortly start work 
to bring it to the notice of prospective pur¬ 
chasers. 

“With full planning permission for a 
replacement dwelling, this estate - despite 
its tragic recent history - will be a rare 


opportunity to construct a large country 
house in a secluded location with a spectac¬ 
ular backdrop of the Welsh mountains.” 

Foster’s brother, Mr Andrew Foster, 
wanted the ground to remain undeveloped 
and for a memorial garden to be con¬ 
structed in memory of Kirstie. 

The site is owned by a national bank. 

Neighbours raised the alarm in the early 
hours of August 26, 2008, to report the fire 
at Osbaston House. 

It took 12 fire crews to contain the 
flames. 

When emergency services arrived they 
found a horse box had been left blocking

PLANNING approval has been given 
to change Llanfyllin’s historic work- 
house into a community centre and to 
use part of the site for homes. 

The move will bring an economic 
boost to the area and allow the listed 
Grade II building, which featured on 
the BBC TV Restoration series in 2004, 
to widen its activities, supporters said 
today.

Butterfly seen 
after absence 

ONE of the UK’s most endangered butter¬ 
flies has returned to the Shropshire side of 
Llanymynech Nature Reserve after an 
absence of 10 years. 

A single specimen of the pearl-bordered 
fritillary was seen by Dr Simon Spencer and 
David Dennis, chairman of Butterfly Con¬ 
servation, last week. 

The butterflies were reintroduced on the 
Montgomeryshire side of Llanymynech 
Nature Reserve in 2010 and 2011 and it was 
hoped that they would find their way back 
on to the Shropshire side too. 

“We are absolutely thrilled,” said Rhona 
Goddard, reserves officer for Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust. 

“Over the last 18 months a joint project 
between Shropshire and Montgomeryshire 
Wildlife Trusts has been carried out to 
improve the habitat for butterflies.” 


Rich Robinson from the Black Crowes and 
The Martin Harley Band, all held at The 
Ironworks, were sell-outs with hundreds of 
tickets sold.

ON THE 
WILD SIDE

IN my columns I try to tell of rare, hard-to-see 
creatures, unusual encounters or, if I’m really 
struggling, an interesting fact about a rare 
creature I once had the fortune to encounter. 

May is typically the month of butterflies and flowers, but 
this week, far from there being a single animal on which to 
base my writings, or a solitary species to dissect and muse 
over, it is appropriate to mention an entire class of animals 
unto which we know comparatively little about and rarely 
ever see. 

There are over 30 species of freshwater fish in the UK and 
Shropshire is home to most of them, however very few of us 
ever see them. When I go fishing, it is not for the thrill of the 
fight, the competition element of a match or even, I’m happy 
to admit, the skill and cunning one must employ to catch such 
denizens of the deep, but instead it is simply my overwhelming 
intrigue in seeing a creature that spends its life away from the 
prying eyes of us land animals. 

One of the most exciting forms of angling for me, is stalking 
large carp and chub. These fish are surface feeders and there 
is nothing more thrilling than creeping up on a large patch of 
lilies on a warm summer’s day and crouching to survey the 
scene. Damsels and dragons flit by. 

A mother mallard leads her brood of ducklings away, per¬ 
haps sensing the imminent fracas brewing beneath the 
water’s surface. Birdsong and the rustling reeds blend into a 
swirl of background noise; all your attention is focused on the 
lily pads before you. Then, ever so slowly and almost imper¬ 
ceptibly, there’s a soft nudging of the central leaves. 

You reach down and grab a handful of chopped, white loaf 
and flick it in. Stillness returns for a moment before you notice 
a slight shudder under one of the pads towards the edge of the 
cluster and as the ripples move out, a corner of the lily flops 
up and over itself and in the space below a grey-blue nose

appears, tentatively followed by a pair of rubbery yellow lips 
and two long barbels. A carp is feeding. 

Quite often I find myself sitting motionless, unwilling to 
cast my line into the water, immersed in the grace and metic¬ 
ulous nature of a large common carp feeding in my midst. 
However now, in May, the carp have anything but feeding on 
their mind. It is of course the closed-season as far as fishing 
goes, but even if it were not, you’d struggle to catch anything. 
Fish all around the country (including the goldfish in my pond 
incidentally) are busying themselves with the art of spawning 
and because many of them do so in shallow water and are con¬ 
sumed with their activities to the exclusion of everything else, 


these weeks offer a rare glimpse into their lives, never seen at 
any other time of the year. 

Approaching reed beds and rafts of lilies, keep your eyes 
peeled for the tell-tale splashes and large tail fins of common, 
mirror and leather carp. Peer into the shallows of a lake side 
near to cover and you may be lucky enough to see the silver 
and gold flanks and red fins of roach and rudd as they fizz, 
churn dive and chase. May, it turns out, is not just the month 
of butterflies and flowers.

Also, I was ballboy when the 
town played Doncaster Rovers in the first 
round of the FA Cup of which the score was 
either 3-1 or 3-2 to Doncaster.” 

Dave said he was pretty sure the match 
was being played at home, at Victoria Road, 
Oswestry. 

Nigel Dalton chipped in with: “The pic¬ 
ture is Oswestry Town circa 1971-72. I can 
remember them beating Rhyl 5-0 in around 


1972 at home in which they wore this yellow 
kit, in a floodlit match. 

“The line-up is, I think: back row (left to 
right) Fred Morris (manager), John Evans, 
Steve Mackreth, Bob Davies, Mike Kelly, 
Dave Lambert, Micky Porter. 

“Front row (1-r) George ? (physio), Gra¬ 
ham Bird, Geoff Lloyd, Roger Jones, Len 
Warby, Ian Hughes. The substitute may be 
Frank Peters, who I think was captain, so I 
am not sure.” 

Also stepping up and signing himself True 
Blue! was Steve Gray, who said: “I’m sure 
you must have been flooded with letters 
regarding your pictures of the ‘team in yel¬ 
low’ which was of course OUR team 


Oswestry Town FC and the familiar face of 
manager Freddie Morris in the back row. 

“Don’t know about anyone else but I 
would name the back row as: John Evans, 
Steve Mackreth, Bob Davies, Kelly ?, Mick 
Lambert, Mike Porter. 

“Front: George Phillips, Bird or 
Nantcurvis?, don’t know, Roger Jones, Len 
Warby, Ian Hughes, Frank Peters? Maybe a 
few wrong there perhaps ! 

“I’m sure the match was at the Bucks 
Head v Telford United, and pretty sure I was 
probably there too.” 

Armed with the information above, we 
were able to dig out an August 1971 team 
line-up of Oswestry Town for comparison. 


Primary 
school bid 
to retain 
buildings 

A PRIMARY school near 
Oswestry has put in a 
request to keep its 
demountable buildings for 
the next 10 years despite 
plans for it to be part of an 
all-through school. 

Ifton Heath Primary 
School, in St Martins, has 
sent in a planning applica¬ 
tion to Shropshire Council 
to ‘allow retention of a five- 
bay demountable for a fur¬ 
ther period of 10 years’. 

The council has plans to 
close Ifton Heath Primary 
School and send its pupils to 
a new all-through school at 
the village’s Rhyn Park Sec¬ 
ondary School. 

Unitary authority bosses 
say this would safeguard 
the future of Rhyn Park 
School and help the author¬ 
ity meet tough budget con¬ 
straints. 

A spokesman for the 
school said the plans for the 
demountable buildings had 
to be submitted even 
though they would only be 
there for a few years. 

A spokesman from 
Shropshire Council said: 
“The existing planning 
application is about to 
expire. 

“It is standard proce¬ 
dures as both need to be 
renewed.” 

He said it was standard 
procedure to ask for it to be 
renewed for 10 years.

A more powerful Audi TT 
RS has been confirmed for 
the UK market. 

Called the TT RS Plus, its greater 
muscle is complemented by an elec¬ 
tronically-raised top speed limit. 

It has already been seen at motor 
shows, but until now it wasn’t known 
whether it would come to the UK. 

For a £3,085 price premium over the 
existing TT RS, the Plus also features 


larger 19in alloy wheels in a unique 
design, a different grille and carbon 
fibre-reinforced polymer (CFRP) door 
mirror housings. 

Black, oval exhaust tailpipe trims 
show that the Plus is fitted as standard 
with a sports exhaust system. 

Power has been raised by 20bhp, 
from 335bhp to 355bhp. Torque is up 
from 332 to 3431b/ft, and with the 
higher numbers comes a reduced 0- 
62mph sprint of 4.1 seconds with the 


optional S tronic dual-clutch gearbox. 

The manual version takes 4.3 sec¬ 
onds. 

Top speed is no longer limited to 
155mph, again to differentiate the Plus 
from the standard TT RS. The new fig¬ 
ure, 174mph, is the equivalent of 
280kph.

Kia’s April performance 
couldn’t quite match the 
record rainfall the country 
endured but the brand con¬ 
tinued its remarkable 2012 
performance delivering 
5,120 new vehicles to cus¬ 
tomers during the month. 

Although that figure was down by 
just over 100 units compared to the 
company’s record April at the height of 
scrappage in 2010, the market share in 
April rose to 3.6 per cent - continuing 
a dramatic growth rate so far this year.

Dan will travel to Switzerland with 
the Welsh junior team for the 
Bellinzona Open Meet at the end of the 
month before taking part in the British 
junior championships later this sum¬ 
mer.

“It’s a fantastic club, the 
committee are one of the 
best in Mid Wales and there 
are a lot of good young play¬ 
ers at the club. 

“By going now, it will give 
the new man time to plan 
ahead for the new season.” 

As well as proving their 
league credentials, Llan¬ 
rhaeadr also reached finals 
in the Central Wales Cup 
and Montgomeryshire Cup 
in recent seasons and, dur¬ 
ing that time, have carried 
out many improvements to 
their ground. 

The young reserves are 
also making their mark in 
the Montgomeryshire 
League, which bodes well for 
the future of the club. 

Assistant Norman Evans 
has also decided to call time 
on his role which he took up 
last year, after Jamie Davies 
joined Llansantffraid. 

Davies is believed to be on 
a hit list of candidates but 
the club is also inviting 
interested parties.

Marque continues to 
drive ahead on sales 


Kia’s April performance 
couldn’t quite match the 
record rainfall the country 
endured but the brand con¬ 
tinued its remarkable 2012 
performance delivering 
5,120 new vehicles to cus¬ 
tomers during the month. 

Although that figure was down by 
just over 100 units compared to the 
company’s record April at the height of 
scrappage in 2010, the market share in 
April rose to 3.6 per cent - continuing 
a dramatic growth rate so far this year. 
Total sales so far in 2012 reached 
22,331, up from 18,311 in 2011. 

And importantly for Kia’s enormous 
investment in its Slovakian production 


facility, European-sourced vehicles in 
the year so far reached a new record 
proportion of 48.6 per cent of all Kia’s 
sold in the UK. 

This performance is an interesting 
facet to Kia’s growth in the UK. Since 
the first cee’d models rolled out of the 
Zilina factory for delivery to the UK in 
2007, the importance of EU-sourced 
vehicles has steadily grown. 

In that first year of 2007 European 
vehicles represented almost 23 per 
cent of Kia’s sales in the UK. By the 
end of last year that proportion had 
risen to slightly over 46 per cent. 
Already this year European-built vehi¬ 
cles represent 48.6 per cent of Kia sales 
in the UK - and in April itself the pro¬ 
portion was even higher at 53.7 per 
cent. Michael Cole, managing director 


of Kia Motors (UK) Limited said: 
“Although the UK economy is not yet 
out of the woods, there are signs that 
growth may come back slowly, but 
steadily. Retail sales are holding up 
strongly and business sales are also 
showing improvement. 

“For Kia, our European-built prod¬ 
uct is continuing to prove remarkably 
successful with existing cee’d, Venga 
and Sportage all playing their parts. 
When the all-new cee’d arrives in June 
we expect the performance of our 
European-built models to go still 
higher. 

It clearly demonstrates that if you 
are building attractive, quality new 
cars at a fair price there are customers 
willing to support you,” he added.

GRAHAM TURNER hopes there will be up to half a dozen 
more additions to his promoted Shrewsbury Town squad after 
agreeing a deal to bring in Asa Hall, writes STUART DUNN. 

Turner is delighted to have landed Hall, who scored three 
times in 15 games on loan to Town in 2008, after the mid¬ 
fielder turned down a new deal at Oxford United. 

The Greenhous Meadow manager revealed he has since 
met with several other potential recruits as he targets rein¬ 
forcements to make Shrewsbury more competitive at a 
higher level. 

Turner said: “Asa’s the first one I’m hoping of maybe five 
or six.

Turner has been a long time admirer of Hall, 25, who has 
netted against Town while playing for both Luton and 
Oxford in recent seasons.

They will sit together at the top table 
alongside the likes of Bert Trautmann and 
Joe Corrigan, another man with Gay 
Meadow connections, at a special event in 
Manchester. 

They will have plenty to talk about, too, 
with Mulhearn delighted that Shrewsbury- 
born Hart has followed in his footsteps by 
becoming a title winner at City. 

Until City’s dramatic stoppage time tri¬ 
umph over QPR last weekend, they had not 
been champions of England since 1968 
when Mulhearn was keeper in a side best 
remembered for the skills of Colin Bell, 
Francis Lee and Mike Summerbee. 

Fittingly, Mulhearn and the other surviv¬ 
ing members of that glorious City team of 44 
years ago were invited to the Etihad Sta¬ 
dium last weekend to join in the celebrations 
as the blue half of Manchester launched its 
biggest party for many a year. 

And it was a day to cherish for Mulhearn, 
who continues to live in Shrewsbury and is 
a match day hospitality host at the Green¬ 


hous Meadow, as he watched Hart win the 
biggest prize in the domestic game. 

“The parallels between us are uncanny 
really, both of us having played for Manches¬ 
ter City and Shrewsbury, not just at football 
but also cricket,” said Mulhearn. 

“Joe’s only going to get better, he’s head 
and shoulders above anyone else, and he 
could be England goalkeeper for another 20 
years. 

“Goalkeepers are unsung heroes but he’s 
won City a lot of points this season with 
some of the saves he’s made in games.” 

Former Shrewsbury Town ace Hart, a 
past pupil at Meole Brace School, has won 
the Premier League Golden Gloves award 
for a second successive season having kept 
more clean sheets, 17, than any other top¬ 
flight keeper.
